Summarised from Territorial Papers.) 


The registration under the new Edmunds- Tucker law in Utah was com- 
pleted on June lith. 

The Salt Lake Gas Company has secured a controling interest in the Elec- 
tric Light Works fot the sum of $37,000. The ineandescent system is shortly 
to be introduced into the city. 

The City Council of Salt Lake refuse to take the initiative in arranging fot 
a celebration of the Fourth of July, the birthday of American Independence; 
preferring to leave such arrangements for the people to make independent of 
the City Council. 

At the Sunday School Union in Salt Lake City for June, the 
resolution was adopted: Resolved, That as a body of officers and teachers 
our Sabbath schools, reatizing in a measure at least the responsibility festing 
upon us as moral and religious educators of our children, we will not du 
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rage the frequenting of pleasure resorts where the Sabbath day is desecrated, 
nor where intoxicating liquors are sold; neither will we take our echools to 
such places on excursions.” 

Professor Karl G. Maeser, the popular and, widely-known’ aduenter,. and 
principal of the Brigham Young Academy at Provo, accompanied by Eider 
Joseph B. Keeler, one of the instructors of the Academy, will shortly take a 
tour through portions of the Territory in the interest of that institution. The 
Professor will take with him a letter from President John Taylor, recom 
mending him and the institution he represents to the attention of the Saints. 
The following is an extract from the letter: “It is not only a school where 
all the branches necessary for a thorough English education are taught, but 
a school to which pupils can be sent without fear that, in mastering these 
branches they are imbibing, at the same time, the spirit of infidelity concern- 
ing our Great Creator and His attributes, and the plan of salvation which He 
has revealed. It is this feature of teaching the principles of our religion, and 
embodying all others studies in them, which constitutes one of the chief ex- 
cellencies of the system of education at the B. Y. Academy.” , 

The following dispatch appeared in the San Francisco Chronicle. As some 
of the Mormon” settlements are located in the vicinity of the new volcano 
the account will be of special interest to our readers: “ Tucson, Arizona, June 
6.—The Star special from Hermosillo says: Explorers sent out by Governor 
Torres to ascertain the existence of the volcano as reported near Bavispe, 
Sonora, have returned. They report an active volcano fourteen miles south- 
east of Bavispe, in the Sierra Madre mountains. The party could not ap- 
proach nearer than within four miles of the mountains. The crater was 
pouring forth immense volumes of smoke, fireand lava. Boiling water issued 
from the side of the mountain, and lava in vast waves slowly poured down 
the mountain side into the canyons, which are being filled up. The boiling 
water had destroyed all the vegetation in the valleys in the vicinity. One 
peculiar feature of the volcano is its great activity. Boulders weighing tons 
ate hurled down from the crater. The exploring party say the noise pro- 
ceeding from the mountain is most terrific, like a number of engines at work, 
accompanied by sound of thunder. The air is dense with smoke and cinders. 
The party had great difficulty in approaching within four miles of the moun- 
tains owing to the great chasms made by the earthquake, and all the roads 
and trails are totally wiped out. The country is fearfully broken up. One 
of the party states that the country around the vicinity of the voleano for 
many ‘miles looks like the judgment day. The entire surface of the earth pre- 
sents a woe-begone appearance. Within ten miles of the voleano the town of 
Bavispe is a complete ruin. The people have all moved ont on the high 
plains and are living in tents and in mortal fear. There is a constant tremor 
and a continual series of shocks daily. there 
have been one or more tremors daily throughout Arizona.” 

A correspondent writing from Pima, Graham County, 3 the 
Deseret News, says that on the 5th ult., between the hours of two and three 
Am., while the district court was in session at Solomonville, an earthquake 
came from a‘north-easterly direction and struck that corner of the court 
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house, causing it to shake and the plastering to crack and fall. All of the 
inmates fled from the building, Judge Barnes being the first to start.

The kingdom was brokea—divided 
and spbdivided into separate states and kingdoms—which refused and do 
still to unite and become qne kingdom, even as pieces of iron will not dissolve 
and become one aubstance with clay. 

In. the dard verse of the chapter we are considering, the sacred writer tells 
ua that thore states and kingdoms into which the fourth great political pawer 
was to be broken, ahall mingle themselves with the seed of men —mean- 
ing, beyond all question, that their princes and royal families should marry 
and intermerry, just as the royal families of our modern states and kingdom 
do, seeking thereby to 80 unite their interests that when political changes 
and: revolutions ahall threaten disaster, it shall be to the advantage of one to 
suppert..the other. But the prophet said though these kingdoms should 
mangle themsalves with the seed of men, they shall not cleave one to anothes, 
even as iron is not mixed with clay. So with the modern states that have 
arisen out of the ruins of the old Roman Empire, their royal families have 

intermarried in vain- They refuse to coalesce. These wedlook bonds are

Christian writers tell us that the kingdom of God spoken of in this vision 
was established in the days of the Messiah’s personal ministry ou earth. 
That He set up a spiritual kingdom then, and it has spread among the 
nations to the extent that they have received Christianity, and it will con- 
tinue to spread until the faith of the Christian shall be the universally ac- 
cepted religion; and thus will the kingdom of God fill the whole earth. That 
may be a very beautiful theory, but it is not true. The terms of Daniel’s 
interpretation of this wonderful dream are not fulfilled by that theory. It 
is true the Messiah and His disciples preached the Gospel of the kingdom, 
and administered the ordinances of salvation to men, and also organized the 
Church with apostles, prophets, seventies, bishops, elders, teachers and 
deacons, together with helps, governments, etc.; but the kingdoms of the 
world made war upon the Saints and “ prevailed against them.” They mur- 
dered the apostles and prophets; and having “worn out the Saints,” they 
transgressed the laws of God, changed the ordinances of the Gospel, and 
broke the everlasting covenant. On what remained of the doctrine of the 
Messiah was engrafted much of the error, superstition and folly of pagan 
philosophy, until Christianity, so-called, was nothing more than a strange 
mixture of paganism and a few Gospel truths. That pseudo religion spread 
throughout Europe, and was as often promulgated by the sword as by 
‘ preaching the word. Modern religionists, starting upon that basis of mingled 
truth, superstition and error, have but multiplied the errors, and distracted 
poor humanity by founding numerous contending sects, which no mure re- 
semble the Charch or kingdom of God than the confusion of hell resembles 
the peace and order of heaven. So that the institution founded on earth by 
the personal ministrations of the Messiah, called in the Scriptures the Church 
of God, and sometimes referred to as the kingdom of God, is not perpetuated 
in the various so-called Christian sects, neither Catholic nor Protestant. 
They have preserved neither the form nor the spirit of that institution 
founded ‘by the Son of God, nor even the ordinances thereof. Hence it is 
folly to say that the kingdom of God spoken of by Daniel is ‘being extended 
over the earth by their agency. 

_ Moreover, there are other reasons for believing the kingdom spoken of by 
Daniel was not set up in the days of the Messiah’s personal ministry on the 
earth. Jesus traveled and preached at the time Rome was in her golden 
age; when she was at the very heighth of her glory and power, from which 
she did not begin to decline for nearly a century afterwards. It must be re- 
membered that this was the kingdom represented by the legs of iron in the 
image of Nebuchadnezzar’s dream. And it was not until this kingdom re- 
presented by the legs of iron was broken up into the kingdoms represented 
by the pisces of iron and clay in the feet and toes of the image, that the 
kingdom of God, which is to subdue all other kingdoms and fill! the whole 
earth, is to be set up. Therefore it is in some age subsequent to chat in 


which Jesus lived that Daniel's prophecy will be fulfilled. 


Furthermore the poalarity ofthis Kingdom spoken of by Daniel tha 
when it shall be established among men; ft “shall never be destroyed; 
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the kingdom shall not be left to other people.” These terms of the prophecy 
were not fulfilled in that institution founded by the personal ministry of 
Christ. He Himself said to the Jews: 

‘* Therefore cay I unto you, the kingdom of God shall be taken from among you, and 
given to a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof” (Matt. xxi, 43). | 

That is just what happened. The Son of man came to His own, but they 
received Him not. They rejected the counsels of God against themselves, 
and the servants of God turned to the Gentiles, and for a season the kingdom 
of God thrived among them. So in that instance the kingdom was given to 
another people, and the first to whom it came were rejected; but when the 
kingdom spoken of by Daniel shall be set up, it shall never be destroyed nor 
left to another people. And as the institution founded by the personal 
ministry of the Messiah was taken from the Jews, to whom it was first sent, 
and given to the Gentiles, among whom it was at last destroyed, it cannot be 
that Daniel’s prophecy relates to the setting up of the kingdom in the days 
of the Messiah, but to some other time evidently subsequent to that. 

A number of writers, who accept the idea that the prophecy of Daniel is 
to be fulfilled subsequent to the days of the Messiah, make an effort to show 
just when the old Roman Empire was broken up into exactly ten minor 
states, to correspond with the ten toes of the image—at which time they 
argue the kingdom of God was set up. We have never seen an effort of the 
kind but what was labored, even far-fetched. And then if the feet and toes 
of the image are to represent the exact number of states the kingdom preced- 
ing them is to be broken into, would not the theory demand twelve kingdoms 
instead of ten, since there are the two feet as well as the ten toes? But all this 
is unnecessary, as the kingdoms that arose from the ruins of the old Roman 
Empire are represented by the separate pieces of iron and clay in the feet 
and toes of the image, that refuse to mix and become one substance rather 
than by the ten toes and two feet. It matters not then whether the old 
Roman Empire was broken up into ten states or fifty. The vision represented 
all those political powers that should succeed the old Empire of Rome; and 
in the days of those kingdoms the God of heaven would set up His kingdom, 
that shall subdue all these men-made kingdoms and stand for ever. 

This glorious vision then, given to the king of Babylon, and the interpreta- 
tion by the inspired prophet, points to the performance of a great work in 
the last days, the setting up of the kingdom of God, and its extention over 
all the earth. And that work, burdened with so many blessings for the 
human race, has commenced. The Gospel of the kingdom has been brought 
from heaven to the earth by the ministrations of an angel, and it is now being 
preached to the world by the Elders of Israel. In obedience to the revelations 
of God, and in fulfillment of the prophecy of Paul, which says that in the 
dispensation of the fullness of time God would gather together in one all 
things in Christ, both which are in heaven, and which are on earth (Eph. i, 
10),—those who obey the Gospel are gathered to the land of Zion—into the 
tops of the mountains; and from there the kingdom will extend until it fills 
the whole earth.

Tue Supreme Court of the United 
States can render null and void a 
law of Congress, and can compel even 
the Chief Magistrate to desist from 
rforming any given act or function, 
if eight of its fifteen members see fit 
todoso. There is not another court 
on earth having so great power. No 
other nation makes its judiciary thus 
superior to all other departments of 
its government. 
ere always is danger to the masses 
when great powers over their liberties 
reposes in the hands of one man, or a 
small number of men, and the danger 
is greater when the man or men hold- 
ing the power are not directly chosen 
by the people, and are beyond the 
reach of any remedy at the command 
of the citizens. ow to obviate this 
danger has been a problem ever since 
governments began to be established 


among mankind. 

That this danger is far from being 
wholly visionary in this country, has 
had-several exemplifications, among 
them being the occasion when one of 
the vital powers of the government 
was on the verge of being destroyed 
by the action of that court upon the 
subject of issuing paper money that 
would be | tender, a thing neces- 
sary to be done in order to promote 
the war of the rebellion.
